An Account of Three Books. 

I. Efperienze intorno alia Generations Degl* Infetti, fatte da Francifco Redi > Acaie* 
mic$ delta Crufca. In Firenze, A . 1668. in 40. 

HP He Learned and Ingenious Author of this Book, lately come to the Publifliers 
* hands, though not yet (which is much difliked by the curious) into our Stationers 
Shops, doth with much induitry undertake therein to evince, that there is no fuch thing as 
JEquivocal Generation but that every Animal is generated by the feed of another Animals 
(its parenr,) or, at leaft,from fome Living and un-corrupted Plant, as out of Oak-Apples, 
and leveral Protuberances and Excrefcencies of Vegetables. 

Pirjl then , in the aliening of the Univerjal and true Generation of Infers by apecu- 
liar and paternal Seed, the Author pofiuvely affirms, that he could never find , by all the 
Experiments and Obfervations, he ever made (ofwhich he relateth a groat number, by 
himfelf made upon all forts of Animals J that ever any Infefts were bred from Flefh , or 
Fifh , or putrifed Plants, or any other B odics, bur fuch, as Flies had accels unto , and 
fcatter’d their feed upon ; he having taken extraordinary care and pains to obferve, that 
alwayes on the Flefh, before it did verminato, there, fate Flies of the felf fame kind with 
thofe, that were aherwards produc’d thence 3 and again , that no Worms would ever 
come from any Flefh in Veflels well cover’d , and defended from the acccfs of Flies; fo 
that to him there is no generation of Inlets from any dead Animals, but fuch as have been 
fiy-blown. 

And lead it fhould be objected, that the reafon, why in veflels exadtfy clos’d, no In¬ 
fect breeds, is the want of Air, neceflary to all Generation, He hath carefully covered 
feverai veflels with very fine Naples- vaile , for the Air to enter, though Flyes could 
not 3 but that no worms at all were bred there, notwithstanding that many Flyes fwar¬ 
med about them, invited by the fmel of the Flefh inclofed therein. 

Secondly , to make out the other part of his Pofition. vifa Chat thofe Animals that 
arsnot bred by tin feed of other Aniriuls, a^c produced fjom fome lire Plant ?. or its 
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TLxcrefcence; This Author eft mentis it not abfurdto affirms > that that Anima or -Power > 
which is able to produce Flowers and Fruits in living Plants, may bt alike capable to breed 
Worms in them ; ft nee that Soul is fo powerful , as to caufe Plants to feed, to grow and 
to produce feed , as it doth in Animals. For confirmation of which, be obferveth, that 
both the generation of Worms in Vegetables is always and con'# an tty the fame ( not at hli 
csfual, ) and that all Galls grow conftantly in one determinat 'part of the branches, and 
always in the new branches; as alfo, that thofe little G ills, which grow on the leaves 
of the Oak Holm &c, do all grow conftantly on the fibres or firings of thofe leaves, not 
one of them beingTeen to grew on the fmoothparfbetwixt two ftringf; Farther,that there 
sre found many leaves of other trees, on which grow Veftcles, or fmali baggs, or fome 
wrinkled or fwell’d place?, full of worms, fprifiging forth with thofe leaves. BcftJes, that 
there is no.rone Gail,but i: hath its proper worm ; and that each fort of galls hath itspecu- 
liar and determinate race of worms and fiyes, which never vary : Where he takes notice cf 
the Singular Art of N cure both in farming the Egg,which is found in the center of Galls, 
and in preparing its place thei in, furnifliing ic with many filaments, that pafs from the 
Gall-aple to the Egg, as fo many veins an f Arteries, ferving for the formation of the 
Egg and Worm,and for the nourishment requifite thereto. To which he adds this Obfer- 
vation,that,tiiere being certain forts of Galls, which breed more worms at a time than one. 
Nature hath carefully provided and diftinguifht places for them > as fhe doth in thofe A-* 
nim ds,that are multiparous 

Having eftabliftu this ground againft Equivocal generation , he proceeds to particu¬ 
lars , and refutes the opinion of thofe, that will have Bees to he bred cf the putrifyed fiefh 
cf Bullocks 5 VVafps, of Affesor Mules flefli , Drones, of Horfes ; Sco pions,cf buried 
Cr’Tillies, or the he- b Bafilica, or dead Scorpions: Toads, of Ducks buried in Dung $ 
Mites, of 6’heefe, affirming, that none of thefe Infects have any fuch origin mentioned , 
but that all thofe fubftances have been firft blown upon by fome fly* or other. 

He interfperleth through the whole Book many curious and considerable Obfervationr, 
relating to this Sub )M : As,that fome Flyes are viviparous, others oviparous only, yet 
not denying , but that the fame Flyes may fometimes breed live worms , fomerimes iav 
eggs, according to the more or lefs heat of the feafon. z. That Humane bodies breed 
worms t but not immediately , but by Infers blowing on them. g. That * Fruit 
sni Herbs, crude or boyled, kept ciofed up, breed no Vermin, but in an 0- 
pen place, do breed fome. 4. That there are no Animalspartly animated,partly yet earthy, 
nor Animals half animated , and half wood. 5. That worms breed in the Livers of 
Mutton, and the Heads of Staggs,he having fecn divers of them in both thefe kinds of 
Animals,ind cfteeming.that the foul of the fuperiour animal was able to breed thofe infe~ 
riour ariimals. 6 . That Lice are bred of Eggs or nits, laid by their Femal-p arent 5 he 
having difcerned by a Microfcope fame nits yet pregnant with young ones, others, empti¬ 
ed of them. 7. That all living Creat ures are fubjed to lice or fome fuch kind ofVerminej 
the Aft'c not being exempted from them , as Ariftotkj and upon his authority, Pliny 9 
Monjfet &c would have it : And that ail forrs of fowle (except Oftridges, in which he 
never could meet with any Vermin in any feafon , ) and fifli, have each fort their pecu¬ 
liar lice : Of which he hath reprefemed divers of feveral forts. 

N B . The Author premifes in this Treadle a very particular Hiftory of the Various 
Fruits and Animals, that are generated of Oakland oth. r Trees.

T He Author of this Volume , after he had pubJifht to the World his Animadverfi - 
ens upon the Pharmacopoeia Auguffana , and after that, a Pharmacopoeia Kegia y 
and then , an ^/>pe«d/xfuperadded to both , pretends now in this vaft Work to deliver 
fomctlungcompieatofthis kind , following the Experiments and Operations madein his 
Laboratory, by which he affirms to have given us theCompofttions aud preparat ionof 
the choilcft Medicaments j performed byagenuinarid accurat Method, according to the 
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i <). Claffcs of the Atiguftan Difptnfatory , and directing all to the principal parts of the 
huokme Body , and the particular Cafes of Patients, To that in almoft each ClaJJh there 
may be found ( he Judgcth ) precious remedies described for every ficknefs , nn* com¬ 
mon ones, and confirmed by Natural and Medical Reafon$,and Experience itfelf. Where 
he ingcnuouily cautions his Reader, above all things to examine , by whom Medians are 
prepared*’, and particularly inflanceth in a Preparation cL Antimonium Diaphoieticum , 
whichy though feimfelf had ufed ir, when duely and by himfelf prepared , with very great 
fuccefsagainft the Plague , ycthad found almoit fatal to himfelf ; upon occafiontaking it, 
when prepared by a Pfcudo* Chymift. 

In the annexed Mantiffa he deferibesthe Medians, that may be made of all fortsof 
Metals*, as alfoof Antknony,Vitriol, Sulphur, Niter,and Tartar * among all which (to 
note that upon the by J he declareth the vertue of Aurum fulmittans for arvexccilent 
Diaphoretic ^; and t«achcth,how its fulminating force may be taken away , vi\. by a lit¬ 
tle Spirit of Salt powred on it, or by fome diftilled Vinegar boyled with it. 

Farther, our Author in his Defence againil Tdchcnm ( who with fome fliarpnefs 
had attacked all his former Writings ) makes it his bufinefs, to refute Tire henm his way 
o fFixingthe VolatilSalt of Pipers,which/it feems,hchad formerly communicated to him 
when they friendly converfed together, but,upon tryal, proved falfc’: Where our Author 
rakes occafion to evince it not to be true , that Animals contain none but Volatile Salt, 
and that Vegetables likewife have not a grain of fixt Salt, except it be produced therein by 
the Fire 5 both which tachenm feems to have afferted. To which he .adds an examina¬ 
tion of the DoCtrine of Salts, delivered by the faid Tachctlim in Ins Hippocrates Cbymi « 
cus , not at all approving , that he confounds the Lixiviaxs and A’caiyes with :hc Salts of 
Minerals and An imp Is, in that he gives to thefe two latter kinds of Salts one general name of 
Alcaly's ; Where many things occur , belonging to the making of Soap, Glafs, Verdf« 
g.reafe ; as alfb to the Liquor didilledout of Calx viva , to Fulminating Gold,the Mel¬ 
ting of Metals , the Sait of Tartar, the. Generation of the Stone in Animals , the AH 
calys and Refufcication of Vegetables; the Helmomian Ludvs , See. 

Moreover, this Author vindicates himfelf againft the Notes of one Trane. Vcrni of 
Montpelier i written upon the Pharmacopoeia Bricii Bauderonii; puhiifht in French A. 
166 z. at Lyons ,in 4°. in which Notes the faid Verny excepts a gad n ff our Author con¬ 
cerning the Preparation of the Compounded Acid Syrup of Mcfve> and the Corf vlion of 
Algerines. 

In this Work is aifo contained the Third and Enlarged Edition of the Authors Ant- 
madverfions upon the Pharmacopoeia Augujiana , and its Mantiffa 5 wherein,by a genu¬ 
ine and dextrous Method, the Preparations of Simple and Compounded A?edicins are fo 
de!ivered,and the Errors of the Ancients in fuch a manner detected >that from thence, fey 
prefer ving and exalting the Vertues of the Simple Afedicamenn, they fliall become much 
filter means in the Hands of Phyfitians,fuddenly,fafeiy and pleafantly to remove the di- 
ftempers and Afaladies of Humane Bodies. 

To all which is alfo annexed \m Spagyrick, Appendix^ wherein,what may feem in thofe 
Animadverfionsto be fomewhat obfeure and imperfeCt , is pretended to be fo much far¬ 
ther explained and perfected that it may not only render them farr more clear , but alfo 
enrich them with divers uncommon Confiderations and Remedies : Where the Reader 
will meet, among many confide-able Ohfecvations, a very neceflary Caution concerning 
the Oriental R t\oar , of which the Author notes, there mull needs be innumerable fo- 
phifticated ones , confidering the multitude of them, pretended to be true ones, feen every 
wherein all parts and places of the World, whereas yet the Creature,whence bis taken,be¬ 
ing a Savage Animal,like a kid, is not to be had but by Hunting,and that but in one cor¬ 
ner of the Eaft-Indies : Which Consideration induces our Author to conclude,that moil 
of thofe Stones are factitious,prepared perhaps out ©f Magiftcrics-of AlexipharmicalPlants, 
as'Scordium J Ru 5 and the like j which may alfo be of good ufe in caufing ftveat and expel-

T He Learned Author of this Book makes it his chief bufinefs therein, to vindicate 
his Dodrine , which maketh the two AfFe£liQns,exprt{Jed in the 'll tic , ,ro belong 
to the Brain and the Nerves , from the Arguments alledged by the other Learned Phy- 
fitian Dr Highmore, who makes the one ro be a diftemper of the B!oud and Lungs# and 
the other of the Stomach. In the doing olwhich , our Author firft undertakes tofrew# 
by leveral confiderable Arguments, that the affe&ions, called Hytterical , cannot proceed 
from the Lungs fiufld up to a great degree of fliffnefs with flatulent Bloud, feconding 
them by fome Hiftorics and Obfervationi, which feem very pertinent to his purpofe ; 
Which done, he proceeds to remove the difficulties and Obje&ions, allcdged by Dr 
Highmore in his EpiAlc,formerly printed > and taken notice of in N. 54 * of thefe Tranf- 
aftions. 

Secondly, he endeavors to evince 1 that the Hypochondriac]\ paffion is wrongfully aferi- 
bed to the Stomach. Where he taketh occafion > both to deny to the Spleen the office of 
Warming the Stomach, and to aflert the Fermentative fun & ion of the fame : Teaching 
withal, that the Acidity is not produced in theflomach alone, nor thence only communi¬ 
cated to the Bloud and other humors; and that it proceeds from the fluor of the Salt, 
and that that Salt is one of the Elements of Natural things; which latter he attempts to 
make out by Experiments againfl the Objections of his Adverfary. 

To this Vindication are annexe iwoExer citations, whereof the Fir ft is concerned in 
proving the Accenfionof the Bloud: Where the Author undertakes to/hew , that the 
Bloud being animate, that Animation or Life depends from its being kindled , fcrafmuch 
as the proper afl'c&ioBS of Fire and Flame belong to the Life of the Bloud $ which is 
here deduced at large; although it be withal acknowledged,that this Vita) Flame doth not, 
as the common Tlame ; appear to view, in regard that its Form is fubordinate to another fu- 
perior Form, vi%. the corporeal Soul of the Animal. 

The fecond Difcourfe treateth of the Mufcalar Motion , where, having declared,! hat 
Dr Ftetfohath been the firfb that hath delivered aright the Structure of Mufdes, and that 
the Figures defer ibed by him are vi/ible in them *, and alforaade out the motions of their 
Fibers by divers Anatomical Experiments; befides many other confiderable particulars : 
He affcrtSithat the Motion of Mufdes depends from a conltanc Influx,both of the Bloud and 
the Animal fpirits; and that the latter alone, ^without being affociated by the former, 
cannot perform that moving fundlion> maintaining , that a? the Spirits ( or 
Springy particles the contra&ionof a Mufcleruffioutof the Tendons into the Flefl y 
parts of it, and mthe reiaxation,skip back from thefe into thole, fo thole Spi:its, ! ying quiet 
within the Tendons, do fwelithe Fiefhy fibres by confining and ftrugling therewith the 
particles of Bloud. To which he adds the manner ,how the In; in# (as he pies lei h recall 
it) of performing or flopping the Mufcular Motion, is imprinted by the Ne.vcsinthe 
Mufdes: Subjoyning alfodivers important particulars concerning two forts of Spafmcs 
or Convulhons proceeding from the Mufdes, with an i’iuflration of the f?me by a vciv re¬ 
markable calc. ,Ali which he concludeth with folving the Objc£ticris,tc which this his Do- 
dr ine of the Mufdes may beiyable, and annexing fome Figures ?. very lively repre- 
ting fome Mufdes, together with an implication o* the fame, 
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
